Wiun une War, as well as happiness 
all around. This process; first an 
inventory of one’s resources, then 
a desire to save, applied to every 
unmarried person, or widow and 
widower without dependent child- 
ren, reciving an income of $1,500 
and over, and to all other person: 
receiving an income of $3,000 and 
over, will unquestionably result in 
a large proportion of cases, ina 
determinaticn to save. And that 
means more general prosperity and 
renewed national strength 

But a national stock-taking is 
only incidental, of course, to the 
chief purpose of the income war- 
tax, which is to provide revenue 
for the prosecution of the war in as 
equitable manner as possible. The 
tax is to be graduated, according to 
one’s ability to pay. Those who 
are in receipt of only a living wage 
or salary will not be called upon 
to pay; those enjoying the highest 
incomes will be called upon to pay 
the greatert amounts, and the 
great body of income receivers be- 
tween, will be called upon to pay 
in their due proportion. 

Moreover, the purpose of the act 
is to distribute the burden equit- 
ably among all classes. By way of 
illustration, the farmer will be re- 
quired to add to the value of his 


actual income, the value of home 
grown products which his own 
family consumes. This places the 
farmer on a plane with the salaried 
man, the value of whose seryices is 
wholly represented in the income 
received and against which he must 
charge all his living expenses, 

Canada has established a war 
record that is the envy of the world. 
It is certain that the Canadian peo- 
ple will run true to form in answer 
to this latest call of their war gov- 
ernment.

| CANDY 


Candy is a luxury rather than’ a 
necessary of life but it is a luxury 
that has received such indulgence on 
this continent that_it has become 


pone of the food problems of. the 
pairs Tt is not that candy is need- 
ed overseas in any great quantities 


.but the sugar that goes into the 


| manufacture of candy is. 


Every Canadian who continues to 
indulge freely in the use of candy 
‘which-he knows to be made _ from 
cane sugar should be filled with re- 
proach, for he is simply depriving 
{people who are already hungry, of 
|the sugar which they need to keep 
up their strength and give them en- 
ergy to fight and work. 


Sugar in moderate quantities is ab- 
|solutely necessary to keep the spark 
of life burning in the human frame. 
It furnishes heat and energy. It 


ing. It is even more necessary for 
that portion of the civilian popula- 
tion in Europe which is now in act- 
ual want. 

In England and France it is  ser- 
ved in restaurants in tiny packages. 
A little pitcher of syrup is fre- 
quently substituted entirely for su- 
gar. Candy is a thing of the past. 
Yet we in Canada and the United 
States go on in our reckless use of 
sweets and confections while people 
in Europe suffer for lack of the 
amount of sugar that is necessary for 
their physical well-being. he mo- 
ney spent for candy in the United 
States and Canada in the past year 
is double the amount of money need- 
ed to keep Belgium supplicd with 
food for a year. 

There is no necessity for giving up 
the use of candy altogether, bur 
there is a crying need for a radical 
change in the varieties manufactured. 
Chocolate is the best kind to buy at 
present and there are many varicties 
of candy which might be made by 
the ski'ful combination of fruits, 
nuts, etc. Children should be taught 
to discriminate in the kind of sweets 
tliey buy. The varieties usually sold 
at the village store are apt to be 
“sugar candies” in the worst sense of 
the word, 

Fully 25 per cent, of the sugar re- 
fined in Canada goes toward the 
manufacture of sweets, confection- 
ery, biscuits and other luxuries. 

If France’s 1.1 pounds of sugar a 
month is to be maintained—if Eng- 
land is still to have its 2 pounds a 
month for cach person, Canada must 


reduce her present per capits con- 
sumption of 7 pounds a month. 
Mr. Hoover's message to _ the 


United States might equally well be 
applied to Canada. He says: “State- 
ments that there have been, or will 
be, amp!e supplies of sugar available 
are wrong and opposed to every 
fact in the situation... It is our 
stern duty to feed the Allies, to 
maintain their health and strength 
at any cost to ourselves, There has 
not been, nor will be, as we see it, 
enough sugar for even their present 
meagre and depressing ration unless 
they send ships to remote markets 
for it... Hf, however, the Ameri- 
can public will diminish their con- 
sumption by ten per cent, to fifteen 
per cent., or if the Cuban crops are 
larger than we anticipate, the disas- 
ter of transport necessity can be 
gaverted”

Improvements in this line 
necessitate a close study of the indi- 
vidual, for it is the individual which 
makes the average, and a few poor 
birds greatly reduce the iverage of 
the good ones. In a flock of 100 
hens it will be found that on the av- 
erage 10 to 30 per cent. rarely lay 
an egg during the profitable months 
of the year, and another smal! per- 
centage may be barren, while the re-

jonly way is to weed out the poor 
layers and keep only the best. It

Catsup added to} 
the marmalades makes a siniple fruit 
relish to serve with cold meat, 
Prune-apricot butter is a simple pre-

pan and cook slowly until thick, be- 
ing careful that it does not burn. Do 
not add sugar. Try Scotch orange 
marmalade, too.

North Dakota Man Seeks 
Grades of Grain Grown 


In an address before the Tristate 


Fewer 


Grain and Stock Growers’ conven- 
tion, at Fargo, with farmers from 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, North and 


South Dakota in attendance, H. L. 
Bolley, state seed commissioner for 
North Dakota, declared that the 
farmers are justified in demanding 
that there be fewer grades of grain 
so that an ordinary buyer, with or- 
dinary facilities for handling grain, 
can use the process successfully, 

Mr, Rolley said that all growers 
and government officials interested 
should understand that commercial 
milling grades in no sense insure 
seed quality because, he said, a bulk 
of wheat may not be of grade for 
milling and yet be a very distinctive 
type of grain to sow. The admix- 
ture alone when reproduced on the 
farm would be apt to catse entire 
loss from disease and weed intro- 
duction would also be great. 

“We can never establish a meritor 
ous system of commercial grades 
based upon kinds or varieties until 
rrain mixing in the loca! vlevators 
is no longer possible,” he said. “And 
vine will be some time yet,” he add- 
ed. 

In the meantime he argued grow- 
ers should strive to grow their own 
seeds and shun the use of commer-

The most assiduous of the Ger- 
man sword rait'ers are the German 
Professors. Professor Rudolph Euck- 
en of Jena argues that wa and civ- 
ilization are not opposed as might 
appear to be the case. ‘This learned 
doctor asserts that war destroys all 
shams and brings truth to sight; it 


Preserves people from artificiality 
and effeminane it causes the re- 
eneration of mankind and the re- 
jJuvenation of civilization, 

Another man, Professor I. Bran- 
denburg, in a book called “Ger- 


many’s Aims in the War,” publish- 
ed only last year, concludes that the 
world’s history follows natural laws 
and not ethical laws. ‘This gentle- 
man is of the opinion that a court 
of law for the decision of interna 
tional disputes would be a serious 
Obstacle to healthy progress. After 


the war Ger ty must continue to 
R up armaments in order to in 
sure her future. “In future Ger- 


many must be more strongly armed 
than ever, both at sea and on land.’ 
Other German professors write in 
the same strain. One of them Says 
that “Pacifism is madness,” and that 
“the German peo,le cannot he 
strongly warned against pacafism.” 
This gentleman adds the ‘ol'owing 
as to the relationship between na- 
tions: “What we want is not to make 
moral conquests in the world, but

Pass Through the Straits of the 


Present Winter, Increased Man-Power and Resources Should 
Prove the Winning Factor in the Great World Struggle 


There is the factor of which too 
much has been made in the past and 


not nearly enough is made in the 
present, It is the economic face 
tor, Both parties to this great 


| Struggle, even if we only now con- 
jSider them as the western alliance 
vs. the central empires, are under a 


great economic strain. Labor has 
been withdrawn from the helds on 
either side. One side has oversea 


supplies, but finds communication by 
sea increasingly difficult. Each might 
argue, if it were a question of merely 
Pleading one’s own case, that the 
other was under a greater economic 
strain than he, But the fact remains 


that, whereas the Allies have coms 
plete resources—though these re- 
sources have to be husbanded and 


regulated. -the central empires have 
incomplete resource °8; they are de- 
barred from tropical products of ev- 
ery kind. They cannot get rubber, 
for instance; they are and will re- 
main short of certain essentials of 
which the most important is fats— 
both for Inbrication and for food— 
fats they will continue to lack in a 
degree far greater than we lack 
them, 

Again,’ the mere man-power for 
production, with a margin over and 
above the mMan-power necessary for 
the field, is heavily in favor of the 
Allies, It is true that the United 
States cannot keep any very large 
force in Europe, because a very large 
} force 3,000 miles from its source of 
supply requires a corresp nding 


amount of tonnage (say six tons a 
man) and the tonnage does not yet 
exist.
